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INTRODUCTION 


The  Record  Committee  of  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological 
Society  has  considered  that  it  might  be  useful,  not  only  for  our 
own  subscribers,  but  also  for  those  who  are  engaged  in  producing 
similar  work  to  our  own  in  other  counties,  to  print  a  detailed 
catalogue  of  the  publications  of  the  Society’s  Record  Series  from 
its  beginning  to  the  present  time,  covering  a  period  of  approxi¬ 
mately  sixty  years.  The  idea  was  suggested  by  the  hundred  and 
fiftieth  volume  of  the  Surtees  Society’s  publications,  in  which 
Professor  Hamilton  Thompson  gave  a  history  of  that  Society  for 
the  hundred  years  from  its  foundation  in  1834,  including  a  cata¬ 
logue  of  its  publications  with  notes  on  their  sources  and  contents. 
He  pointed  out  in  his  preface  that  title-pages  afford  little  or  no 
idea  of  the  very  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  and  illustrative 
material  which  is  gathered  together  in  volume  after  volume  of 
that  Society’s  publications.  This  is  true  of  many  of  our  own 
volumes,  especially  those  which  have  the  title  of  Miscellanea . 

In  the  history  of  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological  Society  which 
Mr.  J.  W.  Walker,  our  late  President,  has  recently  printed,  it  is 
recorded  that  a  sub-committee  of  the  Council,  which  had  been 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  reported  on  25  January  1884  that  it 
was  desirable  to  form  a  section  of  the  Society  to  promote  the 
publication  of  certain  public  records.  It  recommended  that  the 
time  had  arrived  when  the  Society  should  take  upon  itself  a  heavier 
burden  of  responsibility  by  the  formation  of  a  Record  Series 
designed  for  the  publication  of  materials  towards  the  history  and 
antiquities  of  Yorkshire.  The  report  was  duly  adopted  by  the 
Council,  and  the  first  volume  was  issued  in  1885.  Since  then  the 
number  of  volumes  issued  for  the  years  ending  with  1946,  including 
the  five  volumes  of  the  Extra  Series,  amounts  to  a  hundred  and 
seventeen,  an  average  of  approximately  two  for  every  year. 

The  first  period  in  the  history  of  the  Series  extends  from  its 
foundation  to  the  year  1895.  This  is  covered  by  the  first  minute 
book,  in  which  meetings  are  recorded  from  27  April  1887  to  21 
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October  1895.  These  meetings,  usually  held  in  Leeds,  a  few  being 
held  in  the  Minster  Library  at  York,  are  described  as  meetings 
of  the  Council;  and  it  is  evident  that  they  were  meetings  of  the 
Council  sitting  for  and  dealing  with  Record  business,  and  not 
meetings  of  any  specially  constituted  Record  Committee.  From 
the  beginning  Mr.  S.  J.  Chadwick  was  the  honorary  Secretary; 
and  during  this  first  period  the  Series  was  being  established  on  a 
firm  foundation.  Dr.  Francis  Collins  was  responsible  for  a  large 
share  of  the  editorial  work;  and  the  new  venture  had  the  warm 
interest  and  encouragement  of  Colonel,  afterwards  Sir  Thomas 
Brooke,  the  President  of  the  Society,  who  since  1868  had  been 
the  possessor  of  the  Coucher  Book  of  Selby  Abbey,  and  with  splendid 
generosity  paid  the  entire  expense  of  its  publication  in  two  volumes 
for  the  years  1890  and  1892. 

The  first  list  of  subscribers  in  1885  shows  a  total  of  191,  of 
which  176  were  private  members  and  only  15  were  institutional. 
As  early  as  1887  it  was  decided  to  publish  two  volumes  yearly. 
In  1889  the  balance  sheet  shows  an  income  of  Cl 94  from  subscrip¬ 
tions  at  the  guinea  rate,  with  a  sum  of  about  £33  from  the  sale 
of  volumes;  and  the  estimated  expenditure,  being  the  cost  of  two 
volumes,  at  £175 — a  tantalizing  figure  compared  with  prices  at 
the  present  day.  During  the  first  eleven  years  of  the  existence  of 
the  Series  nineteen  volumes  were  published. 

The  first  minute  book  comes  to  an  abrupt  close  with  the 
meeting  of  21  October  1895.  It  appears  that  by  that  year  the 
number  of  subscribers  had  fallen  to  about.  170.  During  the  next 
period  to  the  year  1910  matters  relating  to  the  Record  Series  were 
included  in  the  minutes  of  the  Council,  at  which  a  report  on  progress 
was  usually  presented.  On  27  January  1897  Mr.  J.  W.  Clay  was 
appointed  joint  honorary  Secretary  with  Mr.  Chadwick;  and  they 
continued  the  work  together  until  30  January  1903,  when  the 
latter  retired,  Mr.  Clay  continuing  as  sole  Secretary.  On  29  April 
1910,  on  the  motion  of  Sir  George  Armytage,  seconded  by  Mr. 
G.  D.  Lumb,  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  appoint  a  Record 
Committee,  which  should  consist  of  all  members  of  the  Council 
who  were  subscribers  to  the  Record  Series,  and  that  the  Committee 
should  meet  immediately  before  each  meeting  of  the  Council. 
Earlier  in  that  year  it  had  been  decided  that  the  number  of  copies 
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of  each  volume  printed  should  be  two  hundred  and  fifty,  instead 
of  the  three  hundred  or  three  hundred  and  fifty  in  previous  years. 
During  this  period  of  fifteen  years  to  1910  the  number  of  volumes 
published  was  twenty-six,  making  a  total  of  forty-five. 

From  1910  the  proceedings  of  the  Record  Committee  are 
entered  in  the  second  and  third  minute  books.  On  4  November 
1910  Mr.  Chadwick  was  elected  Chairman;  and  after  his  death  in 
November  1918  Mr.  John  Lister  was  elected  on  31  January  1919 
to  succeed  him.  On  Mr.  Lister’s  resignation  on  23  January  1931 
Colonel  Parker,  the  President  of  the  Society,  took  his  place;  and 
after  Colonel  Parker’s  death  in  February  1938  Professor  Hamilton 
Thompson  was  elected.  From  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939  down 
to  the  present  time  the  President  of  the  Society  has  acted  as 
Chairman.  Mr.  J.  W.  Clay  continued  as  honorary  Secretary  until 
his  death  on  2  October  1918  after  a  service  of  twenty-one  years. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  William  Brown,  who  was  joined  shortly 
afterwards  by  Lieut. -Colonel  H.  C.  B.  Wilson.  On  26  October 
1923  Mr.  J.  W.  Walker  was  elected  sole  honorary  Secretary,  and 
on  3  May  1929  Mr.  Charles  Clay  was  appointed  to  act  with  him. 
Mr.  Walker,  who  had  succeeded  Colonel  Parker  as  President  of 
the  Society,  resigned  his  share  in  the  secretaryship  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  1939,  and  since  that  date  Mr.  Cla}^  has  remained  as 
honorary  Secretary.  For  a  short  while  Mr.  J.  C.  Dickinson  filled 
the  post  of  honorary  Assistant  Secretary.  During  the  whole  of 
the  period  from  1910  to  his  death  in  1942  Mr.  E.  W.  Crossley, 
the  honorary  Secretary  of  the  Society,  took  a  close  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Series.  Down  to  1918  he  kept  the  minutes,  which  are 
a  model  of  comprehensive  detail.  He  was  himself  responsible  for 
editing  nine  volumes  wholly  or  in  part,  and  in  1928  printed  at 
his  own  cost  volume  LXXIII,  which  he  generously  presented  to 
the  subscribers. 

The  war  of  1914  to  1918  did  not  materially  affect  the  work 
of  publication,  and  during  those  years  eight  volumes  were  pub¬ 
lished.  But  the  editorial  work  of  some  who  had  been  among  the 
staunchest  supporters  of  the  Series  since  its  foundation  was  nearing 
its  close.  When  Mr.  J.  W.  Clay  died  shortly  before  the  armistice 
he  had  completed  nine  volumes  of  his  own  and  a  tenth  jointly 
with  Mr.  Paley  Baildon.  The  latter,  whose  extensive  researches 
in  the  field  of  legal  history  with  a  special  reference  to  Yorkshire 
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and  Yorkshire  families  were  always  at  our  disposal,  died  in  1924. 
And  in  the  same  year  the  Series  sustained  a  great  loss  by  the  death 
of  Mr.  William  Brown,  who  perhaps  did  more  than  any  other  man 
to  maintain  the  high  standard  which  he  had  set  for  himself  and 
our  publications,  and  to  train  fellow  amateurs  of  a  younger  genera¬ 
tion  in  the  way  which  he  knew  they  should  strive  to  go.  In  the 
ensuing  years  until  his  death  in  1938  Colonel  Parker,  the  President 
of  the  Society,  gave  to  the  Series  a  full  measure  of  his  support, 
and  edited  the  three  volumes  of  the  Yorkshire  Feet  of  Fines  for 
the  reign  of  Henry  III,  which  provide  first-rate  material  for  the 
thirteenth  century. 

The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  Series  was 
celebrated  by  a  dinner  held  in  Leeds  on  25  March  1935,  at  which 
several  representatives  of  other  Record  Societies  and  the  Deputy 
Keeper  of  the  Public  Records  were  present  as  guests  of  our  own 
Society;  and  on  that  occasion  honour  was  paid  to  Mr.  J.  W. 
Walker,  who  had  not  only  completed  his  jubilee  as  a  member  of 
the  Society,  but  for  various  periods  had  filled  the  offices  of  honorary 
Secretary  and  honorary  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  and  honorary 
Secretary  of  the  Record  Series. 

A  few  years  earlier  the  financial  position  had  been  improved 
very  materially.  In  1929  the  bequest  made  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Lancaster 
to  the  Society  of  his  residuary  estate,  which  then  amounted  to 
about  £17,500,  became  available;  and  it  was  considered  that  in 
view  of  Mr.  Lancaster’s  devoted  services  as  the  Society’s  honorary 
Librarian  from  1909  to  his  death  in  1920,  and  of  his  special  interests 
in  record  material,1  the  Library  and  the  Record  Series  should  have 
prior  consideration  in  the  distribution  of  the  income.  The  first 
payment  to  the  Series  of  £120  was  made  in  1930,  and  grants  were 
made  during  the  ensuing  years  of  sums  varying  between  £100  and 
£550.  By  1940  the  total  derived  from  this  source  was  over  £2,500. 
During  these  ten  years  a  more  ambitious  programme  became  pos¬ 
sible,  which  without  Mr.  Lancaster’s  generosity  could  not  have 
been  achieved  from  the  income  derived  from  subscriptions.  In 
the  first  place  it  was  decided  to  publish  three  volumes  yearly; 
and  actually  for  the  ten  years  ending  with  1939  twenty-nine 
volumes  were  issued. 

1  His  publications  include  his  privately  printed  editions  in  translation 
of  the  Bridlington  and  Fountains  Chartularies,  noted  in  §  2  below. 
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In  the  second  place  it  was  decided  to  start  an  Extra  Series 
of  the  Record  Series.1  The  three  volumes  of  William  Farrer's 
Early  Yorkshire  Charters,  which  he  printed  privately  in  the  years 
1914-16,  are  of  the  first  importance  for  the  feudal  history  of  many 
parts  of  the  county  during  the  period  succeeding  the  Conquest 
until  the  close  of  the  twelfth  century.  They  include  the  fees  of 
the  tenants-in-chief  arranged  alphabetically  down  to  that  of 
Mortemer.  He  had  collected  a  great  number  of  texts  of  charters 
for  the  remainder  of  the  work,  which  he  originally  intended  to 
complete  in  four  volumes,  and  later  to  extend  to  six.  After  his 
death  in  August  1924  the  Society  acquired  the  manuscript  material 
for  the  unfinished  work,  which  he  had  laid  aside  when  he  started 
his  series  of  volumes  of  Honors  and  Knights’  Fees.  It  was  found 
to  contain  material  for  such  important  honours  as  those  of  Mow¬ 
bray,  Percy,  Richmond,  Skipton,  Tickhill  and  Warenne;  and  much 
of  his  unprinted  material  for  the  Yorkshire  honours  to  form  addi¬ 
tional  volumes  of  his  Honors  and  Knights’  Fees  was  included.  To 
make  some  attempt  to  edit  this  material  for  public  use  would, 
it  was  considered,  have  had  the  approval  of  Mr.  Lancaster,  whose 
benefactions  rendered  such  a  plan  possible.  Moreover  in  1930 
Professor  Stenton  had  edited  for  the  Northamptonshire  Record 
Society  his  splendid  volume  of  Facsimiles  of  Early  Charters  from 
N orthamptonshire  Collections ;  and  where  Northamptonshire  had 
given  so  admirable  a  lead  in  the  publication  of  collotypes  of 
original  charters,  Yorkshire,  it  was  thought,  ought  not  to  lag  too 
far  behind.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  continue  in  the  Extra 
Series  Farrer’s  three  volumes  with  collotype  illustrations,  and  if 
possible  to  combine  in  some  small  measure  the  basis  of  his  two 
undertakings.  It  was  also  recommended  that  one  of  the  volumes 
of  the  Extra  Series  should  be  a  consolidated  index  of  the  first 
three  volumes  of  Early  Yorkshire  Charters,  in  the  absence  of  which 
full  use  of  their  value  had  never  been  a  possibility.  Five  volumes 
of  the  Extra  Series  have  been  published  during  the  period  1935 
to  1947.  Four  of  these,  which  have  been  issued  to  subscribers, 
deal  with  the  honours  of  Richmond  and  Skipton,  and  the  Paynel 
fee.  The  fifth  (Extra  Series  vol.  iv)  was  the  consolidated  index. 

1  This  must  be  distinguished  from  the  Society’s  Extra  Series,  of  which 
five  volumes  appeared  in  the  period  1888-1926:  (i)  Burton’s  History  of  Heming- 
brough ;  (ii)  Index  to  Paver’s  Marriage  Licences ;  (iii)  and  (iv)  Yorkshire  Church 
Plate ;  (v)  Historical  and  Architectural  Description  of  Monk  Bretton  Priory . 
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The  work  of  preparation  was  more  intricate  and  complex  than 
had  been  originally  supposed;  and  it  was  not  published  until  1942. 
It  was  issued  by  subscription  at  the  price  of  fifteen  shillings  to 
those  who  possessed  the  three  volumes  concerned,  and  made 
available  for  those  who  in  future  might  acquire  sets  from  the 
stock  of  Farrer’s  volumes  in  the  Society’s  possession. 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939  it  was  realized  that  the  roseate 
programme  of  the  preceding  ten  years  would  have  to  be  modified. 
Nevertheless  between  September  1939  and  July  1945  ten  volumes 
were  issued  to  subscribers.  This  was  partly  due  to  the  arrangements 
made  with  the  Y ork  Corporation  for  the  publication  of  a  series  of 
the  City  records,  to  which  reference  will  be  made  below.  It  is 
pleasant  to  recall  that  Miss  Putnam,  whose  Yorkshire  Sessions  of 
the  Peace  was  the  hundredth  volume  in  the  Series,  was  able  to 
finish  the  correction  of  her  proof-sheets  within  an  hour  or  two  of 
her  return  to  the  United  States.  But  as  the  years  passed  difficulties 
in  printing  and  in  the  supply  of  paper  and  binding  material 
increased;  and  it  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  firms  of  printers 
who  undertook  our  work  that  so  comparatively  steady  an  output 
was  possible.  At  the  same  time  costs  grew  higher,  and  the  curve 
of  increasing  expenditure  per  volume  became  even  steeper  when 
the  war  was  over.  A  volume  of  the  same  character  and  size  which 
cost  £126  in  May  1939  cost  £251  in  October  1946;  and  to-day 
the  position  must  be  faced  that  the  cost  of  a  volume  is  not  less 
than  two  and  a  half  times  the  pre-war  figure.  Having  regard  to 
considerations  of  this  kind  it  is  contemplated  in  our  present  pro¬ 
gramme  that  the  issue  should  be  a  maximum  of  two  volumes 
yearly,  reduced  to  one  when  a  specially  expensive  volume,  such 
as  one  in  the  Extra  Series,  is  undertaken.  A  glance  at  the  Cata¬ 
logue  printed  here  will  show  that  on  this  basis  the  programme 
to  1946  has  been  completed. 

At  various  times  efforts  have  been  made  to  increase  the 
number  of  subscribers.  By  1913  the  number,  which  stood  at  about 
170  in  1895,  had  fallen  to  under  150,  and  by  1918  to  about  140. 
Then  there  was  a  welcome  increase  to  about  180  in  1921 ;  but  by 
1930  the  number  was  again  under  160.  On  8  February  of  that 
year  Colonel  Parker,  the  President  of  the  Society,  in  a  letter  to 
the  Yorkshire  Post ,  appealed  for  a  wider  measure  of  support  to 
the  work  of  the  Record  Series,  pointing  out  that  apart  from  the 
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libraries  and  institutions,  numbering  about  60,  of  which  about 
20  were  in  the  United  States  or  elsewhere  abroad,  there  were  only 
between  90  and  100  private  subscribers,  of  whom  several  were 
not  resident  in  Yorkshire.  The  letter  was  reinforced  by  an  appre¬ 
ciative  leading  article;  and  the  result  of  the  interest  taken  was 
the  enrolment  of  several  new  subscribers.  But  in  the  next  few 
years  the  increased  number  was  diminished  by  a  series  of  deaths, 
and  in  1934  the  roll  of  subscribers  was  only  151  together  with 
9  life  members.  The  latter  had  taken  advantage  of  the  life  member¬ 
ship  for  the  sum  of  £20  which  had  been  instituted  in  1919.  In 
1935,  largely  due  to  the  good  offices  of  Mr.  Gordon,  the  City 
Librarian  of  Leeds,  several  additional  Yorkshire  libraries  became 
subscribers.  To-day  the  total  roll  of  subscribers  of  162  is  made 
up  of  7  life  members,  67  annual  private  subscribers,  and  88 
libraries  and  institutional  members,  of  which  25  are  in  foreign 
countries,  23  being  in  the  United  States  and  two  in  Sweden.  A 
list  of  the  subscribers,  as  on  31  December  1947,  is  printed  at  the 
end  of  the  present  volume. 

In  the  style  of  the  volumes  one  important  change  must  be 
recorded.  The  first  seventy  volumes  were  bound  in  cases  which 
have  a  redundant  amount  of  lettering  and  tooling  with  an  effect 
that  was  pleasing  only  because  it  was  familiar.  In  1927  it  was 
decided  to  substitute  a  new  style  of  case  which,  while  preserving 
approximately  the  same  shade  of  material,  gave  a  simpler  and 
more  suitable  appearance. 


§  2 

In  an  attempt  to  give  some  idea  of  the  scope  and  classifica¬ 
tion  of  the  volumes  published  in  the  Record  Series,  it  is  fitting 
to  notice  three  points  which,  it  is  thought,  have  never  been  absent 
from  the  minds  of  those  who  have  been  responsible  for  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  our  programmes.  These  are  a  variety  of  material,  a  variety 
in  the  areas  of  the  county  for  those  volumes  which  do  not  deal 
with  Yorkshire  as  a  whole,  and  a  variety  of  chronological 
distribution. 

And  first  as  regards  the  material.  It  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  collections  in  the  Public 
Record  Office  as  a  principal  source.  Of  these  perhaps  the  one 
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which  has  appealed  primarily  to  the  County  Record  Societies, 
giving  as  it  does  evidence  of  the  first  importance  for  manorial 
descents  and  family  history,  is  the  series  of  Feet  of  Fines.  This 
extends  from  the  time  of  Richard  I  to  1834.  For  the  early  period, 
covering  the  years  1195  to  1214,  two  volumes,  arranged  alpha¬ 
betically  for  the  nine  counties  of  Bedford  to  Dorset,  were  printed 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records 
in  1835  and  1844.  Their  editor  was  Joseph  Hunter,  whose  brilliant 
services  to  the  history  of  Yorkshire  are  known  to  us  all.  That 
project  was,  however,  discontinued;  and  it  was  left  to  the  Pipe  Roll 
Society  to  publish  many  years  later,  from  1894  to  1900,  four 
volumes  of  the  Feet  of  Fines  for  the  limited  period  of  the  closing 
years  of  the  reign  of  Henry  II  and  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  For 
Yorkshire  the  Feet  of  Fines  for  the  reign  of  Richard  I,  numbering 
twenty-eight,  were  printed  in  full  by  Mr.  William  Brown  in  the 
Society’s  Journal  (Vol.  XI)  in  1891;  and  a  volume  covering  the 
reign  of  John  was  edited  by  him  for  the  Surtees  Society  in  1897. 
The  Record  Series  had  previously  started  its  volumes  of  Fines 
with  those  for  Tudor  times.  A  calendar,  giving  the  names  of  the 
parties  and  the  location  of  the  lands,  was  published  in  the  period 
1887-90  in  four  volumes  (Vols.  II,  V,  VII,  VIII) ;  and  subsequently, 
in  1915  and  1917,  this  was  continued  on  the  same  model  to  the 
year  1625  in  two  volumes  (Vols.  LIII,  LVIII).  In  1910  and  1915 
the  reign  of  Edward  III  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  Paley  Baildon, 
who  edited  two  volumes  (Vols.  XLII,  LII),  giving  abstracts  of 
the  material  from  the  files  for  Yorkshire  and  Divers  Counties. 
Then  in  1921,  1925  and  1932  Colonel  Parker  edited  three 
volumes  (Vols.  LXII,  LXVI1,  LXXXII)  for  the  reign  of  Henry 
III,  giving  with  the  abstracts  a  large  number  of  annotations  from 
the  relevant  pleadings  on  the  Plea  Rolls.  Since  then  it  has  become 
desirable  to  fill  the  gaps,  especially  for  the  period  1272-1327 ;  and 
at  the  present  time  a  volume,  edited  by  Mr.  Slingsby  of  the  Public 
Record  Office,  and  covering  the  first  half  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I, 
is  in  the  printer’s  hands,  and  will  be  issued  as  one  of  the  volumes 
for  1947  or  1948. 

The  amount  of  Yorkshire  material  in  the  Plea  Rolls,  unprinted 
and  even  unexplored,  is  formidable.  So  far  the  only  two  volumes 
of  the  Record  Series  entirely  concerned  with  complete  rolls  are 
a  volume  of  Assize  Rolls  for  the  reign  of  John  (unfortunately  in 
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an  English  translation  without  the  Latin  text),  with  two  selected 
rolls  for  that  of  Henry  III  (Vol.  XLIV);  and  the  volume  of  the 
rolls  of  the  Yorkshire  justices  of  the  peace,  1361-64  (Vol.  C), 
edited  by  Miss  Putnam,  who  has  done  so  much  for  several  counties 
in  disentangling  material  of  this  type  from  the  series  of  Assize 
Rolls.  Some  extracts  in  translation  from  an  Assize  Roll  of  3  Henry 
III  were  included  in  Miscellanea  I  (Vol.  LXI);  but  these  are  now 
superseded  by  the  full  transcript,  with  an  English  translation,  of 
the  rolls  for  the  Yorkshire  eyre  of  1218-19,  which  Lady  Stenton 
edited  for  the  Selden  Society  in  1937. 

Work  has  also  been  done  on  the  Yorkshire  Inquisitions.  The 
first  volume  of  the  Record  Series  included  a  calendar  of  the 
Inquisitions  Post  Mortem  for  the  reigns  of  James  I  and  Charles  I. 
When  in  1892  Mr.  Brown  issued  his  first  volume  of  Yorkshire 
Inquisitions  covering  the  period  1241  to  1283  (Vol.  XII) — which, 
incidentally,  was  the  subject  of  a  review  by  F.  W.  Maitland1 — he 
pointed  out  that  very  little  had  hitherto  been  attempted  to  make 
Inquisitions  available  in  print.  But  since  that  date  the  Public 
Record  Office  series  of  Calendars  of  Inquisitions  Post  Mortem , 
starting  in  1904  with  the  reign  of  Henry  HI,  has  grown  to  twelve 
volumes  for  the  period  to  1370,  together  with  three  volumes  of 
Calendars  of  Inquisitions  Miscellaneous.  To  some  extent  Mr. 
Brown’s  scheme  was  more  comprehensive,  for  it  included  Inquisi¬ 
tions  Ad  Quod  Damnum  and  proofs  of  age;  and  many  of  the 
details,  such  as  manorial  extents,  are  printed  more  fully  than  in 
the  Calendars.  He  continued  the  work  in  three  additional  volumes 
(Vols.  XXIII,  XXXI,  XXXVII)  to  the  year  1307,  with  a  proof 
of  age  in  1316.  Subsequently,  in  1918,  a  volume  for  the  reigns 
of  Henry  IV  and  V  was  issued  by  Mr.  Paley  Baildon  and  Mr. 
J.  W.  Clay  (Vol.  LIX). 

Among  other  Public  Record  Office  material  undertaken  have 
been  four  volumes  of  Star  Chamber  Proceedings  (Vols.  XLI,  XLV, 
LI,  LXX) ;  two  volumes  of  Lay  Subsidies  for  the  reign  of  Edward  I 
(Vols.  XVI,  XXI),  and  the  transcript  of  two  rolls  for  the  first  year 
of  Edward  III  (in  Vol.  LXXIV) ;  and  three  volumes  of  Royalist 
Composition  Papers  (Vols.  XV,  XVIII,  XX).

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Monastic  material  is  of  special  importance  for  topographical 
and  family  history ;  and  much  work  has  been  done  in  editing  the 
chartularies  of  some  of  the  Yorkshire  houses.  The  Surtees  Society 
has  printed  those  of  Whitby,1  Rievaulx,2  and  Guisborough3 ;  and 
the  Thoresby  Society  the  Coucher  Book  of  Kirkstall.4  Mr, 
Lancaster,  in  privately  printed  editions,  issued  in  1912  and  1915, 
and  limited  to  sixty  copies  of  each,  gave  full  translations  in  English 
of  the  Bridlington  Chartulary,  and  of  the  four  volumes  now  known 
to  exist  of  the  Fountains  Chartulary  compiled  in  five  volumes  in 
the  fifteenth  century.  The  Record  Series  has  printed  the  Coucher 
Book  of  Selby  in  two  volumes  (Vols.  X,  XIII);  the  Pontefract 
Chartulary  in  two  volumes  (Vols.  XXV,  XXX);  the  Monkbretton 
Chartularies  (Vol.  LXVI);  the  Chartulary  of  Tockwith  alias  Sco- 
kirk,  a  cell  of  Nostell  (in  Vol.  LXXX);  the  Sallay  Chartulary  in 
two  volumes  (Vols.  LXXXVII,  XC) ;  and  the  Healaugh  Park 
Chartulary  (Vol.  XCII).  In  all  of  these,  with  the  exception  of 
Monkbretton,  of  which  full  abstracts  were  given  in  English,  the 
Latin  text  has  been  transcribed,  in  most  cases  with  headings  or 
summaries  in  English.  In  this  connexion  it  is  relevant  to  point 
out  the  necessity  of  giving  the  full  texts  of  early  charters  and 
of  not  omitting  what  may  be  regarded  as  common  form.  On  this 
point  the  words  of  William  Farrer  can  be  quoted:  ‘  .  .  .  .  attention 
may  be  called  to  the  doubtful  policy  adopted  by  the  Surtees 
Society  in  cutting  out  of  their  texts  the  “  common  form  ”  pre¬ 
served  in  the  original  manuscripts  of  the  Chartularies  of  Rievaulx 
and  Guisborough,  and  in  the  Percy  Chartulary  ....  The  student 
will  find  not  a  few  documents  .  .  .  where  the  text  has  been  so 
effectively  relieved  of  “  common  form  ”  that  it  is  impossible  to 
say  whether  the  document  is  a  grant,  a  confirmation,  or  a  release.’5 

There  is  ample  scope  for  making  further  progress  in  the  work 
of  printing  chartularies  of  the  Yorkshire  houses.  On  at  least  two 
occasions  a  proposal  has  been  considered  by  the  Record  Committee 
to  undertake  those  of  St.  Mary’s,  York,  of  which  several  are  in 
existence  and  would  require  to  be  collated;  but  the  times  were

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not  propitious,  and  it  was  realized  that  the  work  involved  would 
be  immense.  An  edition  of  the  Byland  Chartulary  was  for  some 
years  entered  in  our  programme  of  prospective  publications;  but 
the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939  made  this  impracticable,  and  the 
proposal  was  withdrawn,  though  it  is  hoped  not  indefinitely.  It 
has  always  been  considered  that  preference  should  be  given  to 
chartularies  containing  full  lists  of  witnesses;  and  for  this  reason 
an  edition  of  the  Easby  Chartulary  in  the  British  Museum  (Egerton 
MS.  2827),  of  which  the  late  Mr.  G.  W.  Waine  presented  to  the 
Society’s  Library  a  complete  set  of  photostats,  bound  in  four 
volumes,  was  not  recommended.  Nor  can  any  priority  be  given 
to  what  is  known  as  the  Kirkham  Chartulary  in  the  Bodleian 
Library  (MS.  Fairfax  vii),  which  is  mainly  a  collection  of  abstracts 
rather  than  of  complete  texts.  On  the  other  hand,  if  satisfactory 
arrangements  can  be  made,  consideration  in  the  future  might  be 
given  to  such  chartularies  as  those  of  Meaux  in  the  British  Museum 
(Lansdowne  MS.  424)  or  St.  Leonard’s  Hospital,  of  which  one 
volume  is  in  the  British  Museum  (Cotton  MS.  Nero  D.  iii)  and 
the  other  in  the  Bodleian  (MS.  Rawlinson  B.  455).  It  is  a  matter 
of  regret  that  so  far  as  is  known  no  chartularies  for  Jervaulx  and 
Roche  have  survived;  and  the  Bolton  Chartulary,  which  was  in 
the  possession  of  William  Ingleby  of  Ripley  in  1634,  when  Dods- 
worth  made  his  copies,1  is  now  missing. 

The  question  of  chartularies  raises  a  further  point.  In  his 
volumes  of  Early  Yorkshire  Charters ,  which  have  been  continued 
by  the  present  writer,  Farrer  printed  a  large  number  of  texts  from 
Yorkshire  chartularies  of  which  no  printed  edition  has  been  made, 
including,  besides  those  already  mentioned,  the  chartularies  of 
Malton,  Nostell,  Nunkeeling,  and  Warter;  and  it  will  have  to  be 
a  matter  of  careful  consideration  whether,  when  a  printed  edition 
of  any  chartulary  is  undertaken  in  the  future,  it  will  be  necessary 
or  desirable  to  print  over  again  the  texts  which  are  included  in 
the  series  of  Early  Yorkshire  Charters. 

Besides  the  chartularies  the  Record  Series  has  printed  other 
monastic  material,  which  includes  Mr.  Baildon’s  two  volumes  of 
notes  from  the  Plea  Rolls  relating  to  the  Religious  and  Secular

XVII,  LXXXI) ;  Mr.  J.  W.  Clay's  volume  of  Sup¬ 
pression  Papers  (Vol.  XLVIII) ;  and  Mr.  Purvis's  selection  of 
Rentals  and  Dissolution  Papers  (in  Vol.  LXXX),  and  Monastic 
Chancery  Proceedings  (Vol.  LXXXVIII).  Material  relating  to  the 
Knights  Hospitallers,  edited  by  Mr.  Crossley,  was  included  in  two 
volumes  of  Miscellanea  (Vol.  LXI,  XCIV). 

In  the  field  of  ecclesiastical  history  the  five  volumes  giving 
the  replies  to  a  series  of  questions  issued  by  Archbishop  Herring 
to  the  parishes  in  the  diocese  of  York,  in  preparation  for  his  Visita¬ 
tion  in  1743  (Vols.  LXXI,  LXXII,  LXXV,  LXXVII,  LXXIX), 
throw  considerable  light,  less  unfavourable  perhaps  than  hitherto 
has  been  supposed,  on  the  conditions  of  the  Church  in  Yorkshire 
in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century;  and  give  details  on  such 
matters  as  the  size  of  population,  the  state  of  education,  endow¬ 
ments  and  stipends,  and  pluralism  and  non-residence.  A  descrip¬ 
tion  of  a  large  number  of  the  Yorkshire  churches  visited  by  Dods- 
worth  in  the  period  1619-1631  is  given  in  the  volume  of  Yorkshire 
Church  Notes  (Vol.  XXXIV),  which  is  valuable  for  its  record  of 
many  monuments  and  heraldic  glass  destroyed  since  his  day. 
From  time  to  time  it  has  been  proposed  to  consider  a  revision  of 
the  lists  of  incumbents  drawn  up  in  the  second  half  of  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century  by  James  Torre,  whose  collections  are  in  the  Library 
of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York,  and  to  make  some  kind  of 
result  available  in  print.  A  start  has  been  made  with  the  parishes 
in  the  deanery  of  Doncaster,  for  which  accounts  have  been  given 
of  the  descent  of  the  advowsons  and  detailed  notes  on  the  incum¬ 
bents  down  to  the  last  presentation  before,  or  the  last  presentation 
after,  the  year  1559.  These  have  been  printed  in  two  volumes  of 
a  series  of  Fasti  Parochiales  (Vols.  LXXXV,  CVII) ;  and  progress 
has  been  made  in  preparing  similar  material  for  a  volume  for  the 
deanery  of  Craven. 

The  question  of  parochial  records  is  one  which  plays  an  im¬ 
portant  part  in  the  movement  recently  launched  for  locating  and 
listing  the  records  of  all  descriptions  which  have  survived.  In 
1935  a  Commission  was  issued  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  to 
“  inquire  into  and  examine  all  the  parochial  documents,  manu¬ 
script  and  printed,  which  are  in  the  custody  of  the  parishes  within 
the  Archdeaconry  of  the  East  Riding,"  its  primary  objects  being 
to  discover  what  documents  are  in  the  custody  of  Incumbents, 
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and  to  consider  what  steps  are  necessary  to  ensure  their  safety 
and  preservation.  A  report  was  drawn  up  with  detailed  recom¬ 
mendations  on  matters  of  custody  and  repair;  and  the  resultant 
survey,  based  on  a  uniform  scheme  of  classification,  with  seven 
headings  for  ecclesiastical  documents  and  seven  for  civil,  was 
printed  by  the  Record  Series  (Vol.  XCIX).  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
volumes  for  other  archdeaconries  will  be  prepared  on  a  similar 
basis  in  the  future;  and  it  is  understood  that  the  material  exists 
for  the  parishes  within  the  Archdeaconry  of  Halifax. 

Printed  transcripts  of  parish  registers  are  outside  the  scope  of 
the  Record  Series;  they  are  the  special  responsibility  of  the  York¬ 
shire  Parish  Register  Society,  which  since  its  establishment  in 
1899  has  issued  to  its  subscribers  no  less  than  116  volumes.  But 
churchwardens’  accounts  are  represented  in  the  Record  Series  by 
a  volume  of  these,  together  with  the  accounts  of  the  constable 
and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  and  highways,  for  the  parish  of 
Hooton  Pagnell  in  the  period  1767-1820  (Vol.  XCVII). 

The  records  of  municipal  corporations  have  their  special 
interest.  The  manuscripts  and  records  of  the  Beverley  Corporation 
were  examined  by  Mr.  A.  F.  Leach  for  the  Historical  Manuscripts 
Commission,  and  his  report  was  published  by  the  Commissioners 
in  1900;  and  in  the  same  year  he  gave  full  transcripts  of  portions 
of  the  material  in  a  volume  published  by  the  Selden  Society.  The 
material  examined  did  not  extend,  however,  for  the  most  part 
beyond  the  year  1589;  and  no  account  of  the  Corporation’s  post- 
Elizabethan  records  was  available.  Moreover,  what  is  now  known 
as  ‘  the  Small  Order  Book  ’  for  the  period  1575-1583  was  a  recent 
discovery  unknown  to  Leach.  This  manuscript  and  two  other 
Order  and  Minute  Books  for  the  period  1588-1821  were  edited 
by  Mr.  Dennett,  the  Town  Clerk  of  Beverley,  and  printed  by  the 
Record  Series  in  1933  with  the  title  Beverley  Borough  Records 
(Vol.  LXXXIV). 

The  records  of  the  city  of  York  in  the  possession  of  the 
Corporation  have  in  recent  years  formed  a  substantial  proportion 
of  our  programme.  A  comparatively  small  selection  of  the  material 
was  printed  by  Robert  Davies,  the  Town  Clerk  of  York,  more  than 
a  hundred  years  ago;  and  certain  of  the  records,  such  as  the 
Register  of  the  Freemen  and  the  Memorandum  Book,  1376-1419, 
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were  printed,  each  in  two  volumes,  by  the  Surtees  Society  in 
1897-1900  and  1912-15.  But  no  attempt  had  been  made  to  pub¬ 
lish  an  edition  of  the  great  series  of  House  Books,  dating  from 
1475  and  illustrating  every  side  of  the  City’s  life.  In  1936  a  pre¬ 
liminary  arrangement  was  made  with  the  York  Corporation,  by 
which  the  Corporation  undertook  to  defray  the  costs  of  transcribing 
and  editing,  and  the  Record  Series  the  costs  of  printing  and  publica¬ 
tion,  fifty  copies  (later  extended  to  seventy-five)  being  taken  b}^ 
the  Corporation  at  an  agreed  cost  per  copy.  This  arrangement 
has  proved  to  be  of  mutual  benefit  and  in  every  way  successful. 
Six  volumes  of  York  Civic  Records  (Vols.  XCVIII,  CIII,  CVI,  CVIII, 
CX,  CXII)  have  now  been  published  under  the  scheme,  and  the 
contents  of  the  House  Books  down  to  the  year  1569  have  been 
made  available  in  print  for  historical  study.  It  has  been  agreed 
by  the  Corporation  and  our  Society  that  the  series  should  gradually 
be  extended  to  the  year  1660. 

Another  section  of  the  Record  Series  deals  with  manorial 
history  and  administration.  The  splendid  series  of  Court  Rolls 
of  the  Manor  of  Wakefield  dates  back  to  the  early  years  of  Edward  I. 
The  Society  is  one  of  the  depositories  appointed  by  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  for  the  custody  of  manorial  documents;  and  in  1943, 
as  the  successful  result  of  the  negotiations  personally  made  by  our 
President,  Mr.  J.  W.  Walker,  the  remarkable  collection  of  the 
Wakefield  rolls  covering  the  years  1274  to  1750,  from  which  com¬ 
paratively  few  rolls  except  for  the  earliest  period  are  missing,1 
were  presented  to  the  Society  by  Lord  Yarborough,  the  Lord  of 
the  Manor.  The  extensive  manor  of  Wakefield  is  of  no  purely  local 
interest.  Its  history  can  be  traced  to  before  the  Conquest;  and  at 
the  Domesday  survey  the  manor,  then  in  the  King’s  hand,  with 
ten  berewicks  and  soke  in  thirty-three  places,  was  assessed  at  over 
120  carucates.  In  the  ‘  Present  State  ’  which  was  drawn  up  in  1709 
it  was  recorded  that  "  the  greatest  part  of  the  West  Country  from 
Normanton  Four  Miles  East  of  Wakefield  to  Lancashire  ”  was 
“  parcell  of  it  and  noe  less  distance  than  34  English  Miles  ”;  and

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that  it  contained  118  towns,  villages  or  hamlets  of  which  Wake¬ 
field  and  Halifax  were  the  chief.1 

In  1898,  with  the  permission  of  Lady  Yarborough,  then  Lady 
of  the  Manor,  Miss  Ethel  Stokes  was  engaged  to  transcribe  the 
earliest  of  the  Wakefield  rolls.  For  this  purpose  the  sum  of 
£131  Is.  was  contributed  by  the  President  and  four  members 
of  the  Council  of  the  Society.  As  one  of  the  volumes  for  1900 
(Vol.  XXIX),  the  first  volume  of  the  rolls,  covering  the  period 
1274  to  1297,  was  edited  by  Mr.  Paley  Baildon,  who  printed  a 
full  transcript  of  the  earliest  rolls  together  with  a  translation,  and 
a  translation  of  the  later  rolls.  Since  then  four  more  volumes  have 
been  published  at  intervals,  taking  the  period  covered  down  to 
1331.  There  is  sufficient  material  prepared  by  Miss  Stokes  for  a 
sixth  and  seventh  volume,  covering  the  period  down  to  1340.2 

Other  manorial  material  published  includes  the  Wakefield 
Manor  Book  (Vol.  Cl),  which  gives  a  full  description  of  the  manor, 
its  tenants  and  their  rentals  made  in  1709;  an  early  fourteenth- 
century  extent  of  the  manor  of  Monk  Friston,  which  together  with 
the  late  thirteenth-century  extents  of  the  prebends  of  York 
forms  the  first  part  of  Miscellanea  IV  (Vol.  XCIV) ;  and  a  volume 
of  seventeenth-century  surveys  of  the  manor  of  Wensleydale  and 
the  lordships  of  Middleham  and  Richmond  (Vol.  CIV). 

No  firm  line  can  be  drawn  between  manorial  and  topographical 
history,  and  the  study  of  genealogy  has  its  connexions  with  both. 
For  topographical  and  family  history,  especially  in  the  pre- 
Reformation  period,  collections  of  deeds  have  their  special  import¬ 
ance.  At  one  time  it  was  the  practice  to  include  abstracts  of 
deeds  in  volumes  of  the  Society’s  Journal .3  But  it  was  considered 
that  material  of  this  kind  could  be  collected  together  more  con¬ 
veniently  in  volumes  of  their  own,  and  such  work  was  handed 
over  in  the  main  to  the  Record  Series.  The  first  volume  of  York-

INTRODUCTION 


shire  Deeds  was  edited  by  Mr.  Brown  as  one  of  the  volumes  for 
1907  (Vol.  XXXIX).  It  was  the  first  of  a  series  which  has  grown 
to  nine  volumes,  in  which  about  five  thousand  documents  have 
now  been  edited.  The  greater  part  of  the  material  has  been 
derived  not  only  from  the  Society's  collections,  but  from  a  large 
number  of  family  collections  in  private  hands  and  sometimes  from 
isolated  documents.  It  has  always  been  the  practice  to  note  the 
ownership  and  location  of  the  collections.  It  is  no  exaggeration 
to  say  that  material  could  be  found  without  difficulty  for  an  equiva¬ 
lent  number  of  additional  volumes.  Apart  from  a  few  of  an  earlier 
date,  such  as  certain  monastic  documents  relating  to  property 
which  passed  into  lay  hands  at  the  Dissolution,  it  is  comparatively 
unusual  to  find  deeds  in  private  collections  which  can  be  dated 
before  the  time  of  Henry  III;  and  for  the  most  part  these  volumes 
do  not  contain  a  large  proportion  of  material  later  than  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth.  The  twelfth  century,  on  the  other  hand,  has  become 
the  more  specialized  province  of  the  volumes  of  Early  Yorkshire 
Charters,  published  in  the  Extra  Series,  of  which  mention  has  been 
made  earlier  in  this  Introduction,  though  for  them  original  charters 
must  necessarily  form  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  material 
transcribed.  One  other  volume  of  deeds  must  be  mentioned — 
the  volume  of  Pudsay  Deeds  (Vol.  LVI) — which  made  available 
in  print  the  family  muniments  of  the  Pudsays  of  Bolton  by 
Bowland  and  Barforth  on  Tees,  which  had  descended  by  inherit¬ 
ance  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Littledale,  who  subsequently  presented  the 
collection  to  the  Society's  Library. 

In  the  field  of  family  history  the  evidence  of  wills  has  always 
been  recognized  as  one  of  the  foundation-stones  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  an  authoritative  pedigree.  From  the  first  the  work  of  in¬ 
dexing  the  wills  proved  in  the  Prerogative  and  Exchequer  Courts 
at  York  was  placed  in  the  forefront  of  the  programme.  A  special 
fund  was  raised  for  the  purpose,  which  by  1889  amounted  to 
£336  18s.1  Successive  volumes  of  Indexes  have  been  published, 
carrying  the  work  down  to  1688.  Of  these  Dr.  Collins  edited  eleven 
volumes  and  Mr.  Crossley  four.2  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future 
the  work  will  be  continued  to  the  year  1750,  as  was  originally

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proposed.  In  addition  Dr.  Collins  issued  a  catalogue  of  the  York¬ 
shire  wills  at  Somerset  House  for  the  period  of  the  Commonwealth, 
when  Yorkshire  wills  were  proved  in  London,  as  the  second  portion 
of  Vol.  I  in  the  Record  Series;  and  also  an  Index  to  wills  in  the 
Dean  and  Chapter’s  Court,  1321-1636,  and  to  original  wills,  1524- 
1724  (Vol.  XXXVIII).  Mr.  Crossley  also  edited  an  Index  to  the 
Consistory  Wills,  etc.,  1427-1658,  and  to  the  Act  Books  of  the 
Dean’s  Peculiar,  1604-1722  (Vol.  LXXIII),  generously  presenting 
this  volume  to  the  subscribers;  and  Mr.  Charlesworth  and  Mr. 
Hudson  edited  an  Index  to  the  wills  in  the  Archbishops’  Registers, 
1316-1822  (Vol.  XCIII). 

Besides  the  Indexes  two  volumes  of  full  abstracts  of  wills 
have  been  published  in  the  Record  Series— one  from  the  collections 
at  Somerset  House  for  the  Commonwealth  period  (Vol.  IX),  and 
the  other  from  the  Peculiar  Court  of  Selby,  1635-1710  (Vol. 
XLVI1).  They  supplement  the  valuable  series  of  six  volumes  of 
Testamenta  Eboracensia  and  two  volumes  of  North  Country  Wills , 
covering  the  period  1316-1616,  which  has  been  published  by  the 
Surtees  Society.  Several  other  wills  have  been  printed  in  the 
volumes  of  Yorkshire  Deeds  and  other  volumes  of  the  Record 
Series. 

Further  genealogical  material  is  provided  by  the  three 
volumes  of  Paver’s  Marriage  Licences  (Vols.  XL,  XHII,  XLVI). 
This  work  had  been  started  in  the  Society’s  Journal  and  spread 
over  ten  volumes,  in  which  instalments  were  printed  covering  the 
years  1567-1630.  A  consolidated  index  of  names  and  places  in 
these  was  issued  in  1912,  forming  Vol.  II  of  the  Society’s  Extra 
Series.  The  three  volumes  in  the  Record  Series,  to  which  the  work 
was  transferred,  completed  the  Paver  MSS.  in  the  British  Museum, 
extending  the  period  to  the  year  1714. 

One  other  volume  of  a  special  genealogical  flavour  must  be 
mentioned.  William  Stubbs,  Bishop  of  Oxford,  whose  reputation 
as  one  of  our  greatest  historians  has  even  increased  with  the 
passage  of  years,  was  born  at  Knaresborough,  and  was  proud  of 
his  Yorkshire  descent.  He  has  himself  recorded  that  his  grand¬ 
father’s  house  ‘  stood  on  the  ground  on  which  Earl  Thomas  of 
Lancaster  was  taken  prisoner  by  Edward  II,  on  the  very  site  of 
the  battle  of  Boroughbridge,’  and  that  ‘  one  great-grandfather 
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lived  in  an  old  manor  house  of  the  Monks  of  Fountains;  another 
had  a  farm  in  the  village  where  Harold  Hardrada  fell  before  the 
son  of  Godwin.’1  For  him  the  study  of  genealogy  was  a  cherished 
recreation;  and  in  the  closing  years  of  his  life  he  drew  up  in  his 
own  hand  a  genealogical  history  of  his  own  family,  based  on 
extensive  research.  This  manuscript  was  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Society  by  the  Bishop’s  eldest  son,  who  generously  offered 
to  pay  the  cost  of  publication.  It  was  printed  under  the  editor¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  Collins  in  1915  (Vol.  LV). 

Of  the  remaining  volumes  several  have  a  specialized  character 
of  their  own.  Mr.  Leach’s  two  volumes  of  Yorkshire  Schools  (Vols. 
XXVII,  XXXIII)  provide  authoritative  material  for  the  history 
of  education.  Mr.  Gooder’s  two  volumes  of  The  Parliamentary 
Representation  (Vols.  XCI,  XCVI)  contain  not  only  the  biographies 
of  the  knights  of  the  shire  down  to  1832,  but  much  material  for 
the  history  of  parliamentary  elections.  In  his  Early  Yorkshire 
Woollen  Trade  (Vol.  LXIV)  Mr.  Lister  printed  extracts  from  the 
Hull  Customs’  Rolls  and  transcripts  of  the  Ulnagers’  Rolls  for  the 
fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries.  Material  for  the  seventeenth- 
century  history  of  an  independent  corporation  dating  back  to 
medieval  times  is  given  by  Mr.  Brooks  in  the  Order  Book  of  Trinity 
House,  Hull  (Vol.  CV).  Two  volumes  dealing  with  the  West  Riding 
Sessions  rolls  and  records  in  the  period  1597  to  1642,  which  Mr. 
Lister  edited  in  1888  and  1915  (Vols.  Ill,  LIV),  give  detailed 
information  on  the  scope  and  procedure  of  Quarter  Sessions  and 
the  work  of  local  justice.  Specimens  of  domestic  expenditure  are 
included  in  Mr.  Walker’s  Hackness  Manuscripts  and  Accounts  (Vol. 
XCV);  and  Mr.  Whitaker’s  catalogue  of  Yorkshire  maps,  with 
plentiful  illustrations  (Vol.  LXXXVI),  is  a  volume  of  which  the 
available  stock  is  now  exhausted. 

Turning  now  to  the  second  form  of  variety  mentioned  above — 
that  of  geographical  distribution — it  can  be  calculated  that  of  the 
hundred  and  seventeen  volumes  which  are  the  subject  of  the 
Catalogue  printed  in  the  present  volume,  seventy-three,  or  seventy  - 
seven  if  the  four  volumes  of  Miscellanea  are  included,  may  be 
described  as  of  a  general  character  dealing  with  the  county  as 
a  whole,  and  not  restricted  to  any  particular  part  of  it.  Of  the

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remainder  twenty-three  relate  to  the  West  Riding  or  particular 
portions  of  it,  six  relate  to  the  City  of  York,  and  the  balance  of 
eleven  volumes  is  divided  equally  between  the  North  and  East 
Ridings.  The  large  number  of  West  Riding  volumes  is  partly  due 
to  the  fortuitous  circumstance  that  the  eight  volumes  of  printed 
monastic  chartularies  all  relate  to  houses  which  lay  within  its 
bounds.  With  regard  to  the  North  Riding,  a  separate  Record 
Society  was  founded  about  the  same  time  as  our  own  Record  Series ; 
and  during  the  years  1884  to  1892  there  were  published  under  the 
editorship  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Atkinson  nine  volumes  of  Quarter 
Sessions  Records  for  the  period  1605  to  the  closing  years  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  They  were  followed  in  1894  to  1897  by  a 
new  series  which  comprised  four  volumes  of  records  relating  to 
the  honour  and  forest  of  Pickering,  edited  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Turton. 
The  Society  was  then,  however,  discontinued.  The  Record  Series 
has  subsequently  undertaken  a  few  volumes  dealing  specially  with 
the  North  Riding,  which  include  the  volume  of  surveys  of  the 
manor  of  Wensleydale,  etc.,  mentioned  above,  and  the  two  volumes 
of  Early  Yorkshire  Charters  dealing  with  the  honour  of  Richmond. 

For  the  East  Riding  much  record  material  has  been  published 
in  the  Transactions  of  the  East  Riding  Antiquarian  Society;  and 
the  Record  Series  has  undertaken  a  few  volumes  of  material 
specially  relating  to  the  whole  or  parts  of  it.  They  include  the 
volume  of  Parochial  Documents  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  the  East 
Riding,  the  two  volumes  of  Beverley  Borough  Records  and  the  Order 
Book  of  Trinity  House,  Hull,1  and  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  volumes  of  transcripts  of  Subsidy  Rolls  and  Sessions  of  the 
Peace.  The  North  Riding  has  been  included  in  the  series  of  volumes 
already  published  in  the  Victoria  County  History;  but,  especially 
for  that  part  of  the  East  Riding  outside  the  bounds  of  Holderness, 
for  which  we  have  Poulson’s  History  and  Antiquities,  a  topo¬ 
graphical  history  of  a  continuous  and  detailed  kind  is  greatly 
needed.  It  is  therefore  desirable  to  give  support  to  any  steps 
which  may  be  taken  to  survey  additional  material  for  the  history 
of  the  East  Riding  and  to  print  what  may  be  suitable. 

1  Of  these  three  volumes  extra  copies  were  printed,  so  that  residents  in  the 
East  Riding,  not  being  members  of  the  Record  Series,  might  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  subscribing  for  them. 
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Lastly,  there  is  the  variety  in  the  periods  covered.  Those 
who  have  been  responsible  for  preparing  the  programmes  have 
never  been  attracted  by  any  hard  and  fast  distinction  between 
medieval  and  modern  history.  They  have  been  attracted  rather 
by  the  presentation  of  material  which  can  show  a  continuity  in 
historical  development.  For  certain  purposes  the  era  of  the  dis¬ 
solution  of  the  monasteries  and  the  Reformation  forms  a  con¬ 
venient  dividing  line ;  but  that  does  not  mean  that  the  publications 
of  a  Series  such  as  ours  should  be  restricted  to  one  or  other  side 
of  it.  In  many  of  the  volumes  published,  such  as  the  Feet  of 
Fines  for  the  reign  of  Henry  III,  the  period  has  necessarily  been 
restricted;  but  in  many  a  wider  range  of  years,  from  the  twelfth 
to  the  seventeenth  centuries,  has  been  included;  and,  taken  as  a 
whole,  the  material  has  not  been  confined  to  what  are  known  as 
the  medieval  or  modern  periods.  Perhaps,  as  is  often  the  case, 
the  fifteenth  has  been  the  Cinderella  of  the  centuries;  but  the 
volume  of  Inquisitions  for  the  reigns  of  Henry  IV  and  V  shows 
that  it  has  not  been  neglected.  Tudor  history  is  represented 
by  such  volumes  as  the  records  of  the  Star  Chamber  and  those 
of  the  City  of  York;  the  seventeenth  century  by  the  records  of 
Quarter  Sessions;  the  eighteenth  by  the  Returns  for  Archbishop 
Herring’s  Visitation;  and  some  material  has  spread  into  the  nine¬ 
teenth.  Certainly  no  terminus  ad  quem  has  ever  been  laid  down. 

But  much  remains  to  be  done.  The  Catalogue  printed  in  the 
present  volume  suggests  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  an  interim 
report,  and  that  the  material  for  the  future  is  never  likely  to  be 
exhausted. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Professor  Whiting  for  his  kindness  in 
looking  through  the  Catalogue  in  its  manuscript  stage,  and  in 
special  measure  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Walker  for  his  co-operation  and 
advice  for  many  years  on  all  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the 
Record  Series.
